_ -Manitoba Bye-Elections. 


The writs for the bye elections in 
Winnipeg and Macdonald have been 
issuéd. The election in both con- 
stitdencies will be held on the same day, 
noniinations taking place on April 
20th, and elections a week later. 

The Liberals haves placed their can- 
didate, ex-Mayor Jameson, in the field, 
and ‘up to the present he has no op- 
position. The Conservatives held a 
meeting to discuss the contesting of the 
seat, A strong committee was appoint. 
ed to consider the question thoroughly 
and report to ageneral meeting of the 
executives to he held to morrow night. 
At this meeting a definite course will 
be decided on. 

It was rumored that there would be 
no concest for the seat, as the Con- 
servatives of the city, after due con- 
sideration, had come to the conclusion 
that even victory would be a_ hallow 
one with a Liberal Government in 
power at Ottawa, and that under the 
circumatances they would not oppose 
Mr, Jamieson, who would consequently 
be elected by acclamation. 

In Macdonald the Liberals have re 
nominated Dr. Rutherford, whom = the 
lallot—stuffeis defeated in the general 
elections. Kenneth McKenzie, ex 
M.P.P. has taken the field as an inde 
pendent Liberal, and will carry the 
support of the Patrons and a section of 
Liberals who were displeased at Joseph 
Martin’s exclusion from the Cabinet. 
The Conserva’ive candidste has not 
yet been announced. Boyd’s friends 
hope that he will offer again.

Cc. P. R. Annual Meeting. 


The annual meeting of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company was held at 
Montreal on Wednesday. The volum- 
inous report dealt, aniong other things, 
with the decision of the United States 
courts about the adjustment of rates 
but said that there was na cause for 
alarin, as the United States railways 
might be relied upon to avert disaster 
The Canadian Pacific was after all not 
much interested, and had done well 
without the association up to a year 
ago. The report also refers to the late 
losses which the road suffered in ita 
earnings, but ascribes these to the 
small wheat crop and other pooofs of 
general depression, snd admonishes 
shoreholders not to take this decrease 
as a proof of permnnent Ines. On the 
other hand it refers with pride to the 
fact that activity of mining in 
British Columbia has increased the 
freight and passenger traffic on their 
Pacific division 2] per cent. 

The estimates were adopted, amount- 
ing to €2,337,737 for property expendi- 
tare, to be charged on capital account. 
This includes 2280,000 for steamers on 
the Arrow and Kootenay lakes in the 
west. The purchase of the Movtreal 
and Western reilway at sixty semi. 
annual instalinents of $14,000 each, 
was also authorized. At a subsequent 
meeting of the directors, the same offi 
cers and executive committee were re- 
elected. 

Several resolutions were adopted, 
including one authorizing the directors 
to make arrangements for the con- 
struction of a branch line to Nelson, 


BC., to connect the C.P.R, main line 
with the Columbia & Kootenay railway.

scheme of reforms which was pressed 
upon him by European powers became 
the signal for the series of massacres 
which desolated the land and _ horri- 
fied ibe civilized world. 
told the ambassadors, as it is said, that 
if this scheme were pressed, he could 
not be responsible for the preserva- 
tion of order, and this indirect threat 
was executed 
which everybody knows. 


The massacres in the interior of the 


coun'ry did not seem to affect the Eu- 
ropean governments particularly, but 
that at Constantinople was before their 
very eyes, as it were, and their remon- 
strances have been more pronounced, 
and the sultan has set about reform 
in earnest; at least, that is what he 
says. Inspectors are sent to all parts 
ot the country to examine into the 
different departments, and to correct 
abuses; the telegraph is busy in send- 
ing orders of all sorts; but no real 
change is made, and the local officials 
laugh in their sleeves, knowing that 
it is only another attempt to throw 
dust in European eyes. The courts are 
ordered to administer even justice, but 
bribery is as umblushing as ever, and 
the man who pays the most money wins 
his case. The order is promulgated 
from the capital that the cases of all 
prisoners are to receive immediate at- 
tention, that all who are in prison 
without just cause are to be released 
st once; and all criminal judges are 
threatened with punishment who al- 
sow an innocent man to remain in pri- 
gon more than two weeks, and yet the 
the prisons are full of men who have 
gever thad a hearing, and there are 
nultitudes of innocent Armenians un- 
grsentence upon the ridiculous charge 
of burning their own houses, and incit- 
ing the Turks and Koords to perpetrate 
the massacre of their own people last 
year. No pressure is to be used in the 
collection of taxes; but the violence, 
extortion and brutality practised dur- 
the past month by the tax gatherers 
have been scarcely less severe than 
the pillage of last year. In multitudes 
of cases the scanty preparation which 
the poor had made for the winter has 
been swallowed up by the treasury. 


One of the chief articles of reform is 
the appointment of only*good men for 
office. A really upright man stands 
little chance for an official position. 
while the worst men are promoted, the 
men who will crush the Armenians the 
most successfully. The colonel who su- 
perintended the pillage and massacre at 
Harpoot last year was soon made a 
brigadier; and the acting governor of 
gin and its district, who with three 
other officials planned and superintend- 
ed the massacre at that place in Sep- 
tember last, bas become a real gov- 
prnor in an adjoining district, and this 
fs a promotion. The Egin people are 
among the elite of their nation, and 
the pages of history cannot show a 
more unprovoked and fiendish massacre 
‘han this, and yet in the midst of all 
shis Muster about reform the chief 
instigator of it is promoted to an even 
more responsible position. 


It is not necessary to multiply exam- 
ples. No greater farce was ever enact- 
ed than that which is now being play- 
ei in the presence of Europe for the 
purpose of staving off intervention. The 
simple truth is the Turks do not wish 
eform, and they are utterly unable to 
xirry out any suitable measures look- 
ing in that direction should the desire 
suddenly seize them. Meanwhile, the 
poor Armenians are suffering from fear, 
from poverty and hunger, and oppres- 
sion, without a single tangible sign that 
there is to be any improvement. The 
whole population would be glad to emi- 
grate, but until within a few weeks 
that privilege has bean denied them. 
Evan now, passports are obtained with 
difficulty, and just now they are de- 
clined altogether again. The conditions 
here now are intolerable to Armenians 
who have any self-respect, and it is 
not surprising that they are willing to 
sacrifice property, and to incur’ the 
hardship of emigration and life in a 
new country in order to escape from 
the clutches of the Turks who are deter- 
mined to reduce them to their former 
condition of serfdom. The deportation 
of a whole race is impossible, and the 
hope is not abandoned that the Eur- 
opean powers may yet interpese in such 
a way as to secure genuine reform und- 
er their own supervision, to such a de- 
gree, at least, as shall make life in this 
country tolerable. 


Meanwhile, -the Christian world 
should understand that the present 
necds of the Armenians are desperate. 
Multitudes of them are absolutely de- 
pendent upon oharity, and they will 
not survive the winter unless they are 
fed and clothed by outside benevolence. 
let us keep them alive still and see 
a brighter future may not 
upon them soon. They are a 
rthy people.

We all know that it is much easier 
to learn things when we are children 
than when we have reached years of 
maturity. This is especially true of 
housekeeping. While we admit that 
there are women who have persever- 
ance and determination enough to mas- 
ter anything and to become model 
housekeepers after their marriage, 
there are a greater number who make 
hard work of it and never succeed. 
System in housekeeping means every-

MAKING SOAP. 

We will suppose that the fat has all 
been carefully tried out, and strained, 
and this a servant can do, as the grease 
accumulates, never allowing it to be- 
come tainted. If you will save your 
old tomato cans you will find them a 
great convenience to strain your 
grease into, as two of them will hold 
five pounds, just enough to use with 
one box of potash. 

For the two tomato cans of grease, 


or five pounds in cakes, you will need | 
| counted and place 


one box of any first-class potash. Put 
into your pan or kettle eight quarts of 
luke-warm water, your cans or cakes 
of grease; take the top off the potash 
can and put in can and contents, plac- 
ing your kettle where it will heat grad- 
ually. When the grease is melted and 
the potash dissolved, take out the cans 
and let the water come to a boil, stir- 
ring occasionally, After it has boiled 
away a little, put in two more quarts 
of water. It will need to boil slowly, 
for two or three hours before it wiil 
be soap. When it begins to look soapy 
throw in two tablespoonfuls of salt, 
and boil till smooth again as the salt 


may cause the soar and water to sep- 
arate at first. If your kettie gets too 
ot by any cnance and is likely to run 
over, throw in a little cold water, and 
set in a cooler place. When you think 
; it is done, take out a [ittle in a saucer, 
; and try it, like jelly, by cooling it. 
| it separates, put it back, and dip out 
| some more and try putting a little cold 
| water in it, stirring ae that thick- 
;ens it, you will know that more water 
|is needed, and you can ~~ in a quart 
| of cold water; stir it well and try some 
|again; if it hardens when cool it isall 
lright. A little experience will soon 
|enable you to tell just what it needs. 
If you do not have water enough for 
the proportion of potash, it will sepa- 
rate even after it has boiled suffi- 
ciently. If it does not separate nor 
harden on being cooled there is too 
much water, and you must boil it down 
more. When it is just right pour it out 
in a vessel to cook: A square wooden 
box, divided into sections, the size for 
bars, is very convenient. -It should be 
deep enough to make thick bars, as the 
soap will dry away greatly. When you 
put the soap away see that you have it 
in a light, airy place, or it will turn 
dark. It will preserve its shape better 
if you do not pile it up while it is soft. 
Five pounds of grease will make four- 
teen large bars of soap, and will not 
cost you acent a bar, and you will 
have the satisfaction of knowing that 
it is pure and of excellent cleansing 
proporties.

soft custard. Serve this Tith the pud- 
ding as a sauce. This is the best when 
served hot and isa delicate yet appetiz- 
ing and nutritious dessert. 

Parisienne Potatoes.—Pare potatoes 
and cut them in dice, drop into boil- 
ing water and cook till tender but not 
broken, turn into a saucepan with two 
tablespoonfuls of butter to a pint of 
potatoes and keep on the back of the 
stove ten minutes shaking occasional- 
ly to distribute the butter evenly. 
Sprinkle with salt and pepper and a 
tablespoonful of chore! parsley and 
serve in a hot dish. 

Buckwheat Cakes Without Yeast.— 
Scald half a cup of corn meal with two 
and a half cups of milk, or milk and 
water. When cool, add two tablesgoon- 
fuls of molasses, one tablespoonful of 
salt and sufficient buckwheat flour to 
make a thin batter. Stir in two tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder and begin 
to bake at once. Or sour milk may be 
used to make the batter, and a tea- 
spoonful of soda in place of the bak- 
ing powder.

Young orchards should have atten- 
tion; when there is any spare time go 
over the trees, cutting away weak, use- 
less wood. When the trees are young 
is the time to give them good attention, 
and a well kept orchard will respond 
to the extra labor laid out, says Amer- 
ican Gardening. If young trees be left 
to themselves they will not be long be- 
fore they grow out of shape. Strong 
shoots, which give the trees a strag- 

ling appearance, should be shortened 
ack; one should always aim to have 
compact, well balanced trees, and also, 
if fine fruit be the object, keep the 
Growth thinned out, as when there 
18 much wood in a tree sunshine cannot 
Get at the fruit, and under these cir- 
cumstances poor fruit results. Young 
| orchards should be thoroughly cultivat- 
ed, for a few years I don’t know of 
anything better for young trees. If 
one half of an orchard be cultivated the 
other left in grass, that which was 
cultivated would grow just as fast 
again and much cleaner and healthi- 
er. A tree that makes a clean, 
healthy growth is the one from which 
we can expect fine fruit.

Ne Danger ef Accident— The Escape is a 
Chute iu Which Yeu Can Sit Down and 
Slide te the Bottom. 


| A fire-escape that has just been per 
fected and is being erected on school 
4nd other public buildings, is so ar 
| Tange that children find it a pleasure 
to forsake studies for fire-escape drill. 
Instead of compelling a tenant in 
burning building to climb down @ steep 
and slippery iron ladder, and new fire- 
escape provides a way to the street by 
Means of a gentle slide, which a child 
, Can accomplish without any danger. 
The fire-esoape is shaped like a cvlin- 
der, is 6 feet in diameter and is made 
of smooth sheet steel. In the centre of 
the escape is a chute, which winds round 
and round a pipe that is intended to 
| carry the water for the fire hose. The 
chute is so arranged that it is impos- 
sible to slide down at a dangerously fast 
| Pace. When a fire breaks out in a 
| building to which one of these fire- 


escapes is attached, all the occupant has 
to do is to open the window nearest 
, to his rooms, place his wife and family 
in the chute, down which they will 
} GENTLY DESCEND 

to the ground, and then follow by the 
same comfortable route. It is as plea- 
sant as a toboggan slide, and to chil- 
/ dren it is a fascinating pastime. 
| The new escape was given a trial at 
a school building at Oswego, N.Y., re- 
cently. The children were busily at 
work with their books when the aiarm 
; sounded, but they made for the fire- 
‘escape, landing in ‘the usual orderly 
manner. One by one at the word of 
,command thev climbed into the chute 
,and descended to the ground in suaf- 
ety. They went down at the rate of 
150 a minute without confusion, and in 
a little over four minutes 600 pupils had 
‘reached the sidewalk. 
| Besides the chute the new fire-escape 
:is supplied with plugs to the water pipe 
| in the centre, so that hose can be at- 
| tached at any of the landings. This 
practically makes it a fire-escape and 
| water tower combined. A _ fireman's 
ladder has been placed on the outside 
of the escape, which reaches to the top 
of the building, and an endless rope 
for twisting the hose to the top of 
the building, and an endless rope for 
| twisting the hose to the top of the 
| building has also been added. The time 
saved by this contrivance which does 
away with the necessity for iadders, 
will be of great value when a fire is 
_ being attacked. 

The fire-escape is especially adapted 
for use in hospitals where 


SICK AND MAIMED PATIENTS 
{could not be carried down an iron lad- 
| der without great difficulty and dan- 
,ger. The descent of the chute is so 
easy that no harm can come to a sick 
ferson, provided care is taken to pro- 
rerly place the invalid in the chute 
ready for the descent. The shape of 
the chute renders it as safe when used 
in connection With a skyscraper as 
when attached to alow building, and 
the slide for life is as easy and pleasant 
;as walking downstairs. ; 

| As is well known, one of the greatest 
| dangers when a fire breaks out in a 
| crowded building is the likelihood of a 
|} panic. Stairways are often rendered 
| impassable in this way. Through hur- 
_ry one or more of those seeking to 
; escape will fall, and those behind will 
‘crowd over them, trampling them un- 
_derfoot and often packing the stairway 
,solidly with human bodies. With the 
;chute such a e@ondition is impossible. 
!The person who falls into it will slide 
| to the bottom as safely as he whostarts 
| carefully, and it cannot be choked ex- 
cept at the Lottom, and with a door of 
sufficient size there that danger is ol> 
viated.

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THE ARBITRATION TREATY. 
Arbitration as a substitute for war 
has been inanifestly making headway | 
under the growing influence of civilized 
opinion. It would probably now be | 
adopted by civilized communities in | 
almost any case suitable for its appli- 
cation, unless the temper of the nations 
were fiercely aroused ; and when the 
temper of the nations is fiercely 
aroused, paper handcuffs will scarcely 

hold. 

Is it certain that the universal prin- 
ciple will gain by being narrowed to 
the bounds of a special agreement 
between two particular governments ? 
Is not its universality likely thereby to 
be rather obscured and disparaged ? 
Does not this special agreement wear 
somewhat the appearance of a secession 
of the two powers from the community 
of nations, the union of which, in sub 
stituting a peaceful mode of settlement 
for the sword, it must be the grand 
object of philantrophy to promote? 
We can hardly expect that the example 
of America and Great Britain will be 
universally followed, and that all the 
nations severaly will make arbitration 
treaties with each other. 

It is not easy to keep the objects of a 
special treaty of thiskind entirely clear 
of other objects foreign to its proper 
purpose, Some English journals seem 
naturally enough to be calculating on 
the diplomatic effects of the present 
Treaty with reference to the European 
‘situation, Cobden’s Commercial Treaty 
with France was welcomed in its eco 
nomic aspect by all Free Tracers, but 
about its nolitical aspect misgivings 
were felt. The scene at the Cooper 
Institute shows that by the political 
bearing of the present Treaty, inter 
national already been 
called into play.

| New Yerk Church. 

| Though few are aware of the fact, 
| members of the congregation o ofld St. 
'Paul’s Church, at Vasey street and 
Broadway, New York, gaze every Sun- 
day at the arms of the future King 
of England.

The feathers stand out gracefully in 
the centre of the oak canopy, cays the 
New York Times. They are of carved 
wood, handsomely gilded, and form an 
attractive ormamentation of the Am- 
erican church. 


It is strange that these royal arms | 
have survived the storms of the revo- | 


lutionary days. An = incensed mob 
travelled through New York city when 
independence had been declared, cdes- 
troying every sign that represented 
the monarchy from whose chains they 
had cut themselves free. Nothing 
was regared as sacred by this mob. 
The royal arms were everywhere at 
that time; on the windows of stores 
whose proprietors had been proud of 
this means of reminding the ublic 
that at one time they hadsupplied his 
majesty’s ships withsait pork or hard- 
Yack; on the Jamp-posts at the street 
corners, and swinging from the front 
porches of the old inns.. Windows on 
which the royal symbols appeared were

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ARE SUICIDES INSANE ? 


WHAT A PROMINENT CORONER HAS 
TO SAY ON THE SUBJECT. 
Insanity Is the Cause of All Self-Destrac 

tion, Is Mis Opinion—Some Very Curious 

Causes for Committing the Rash Act. 

Judging from my own experience, I 
certainly believe that insanity only 
causes a person to commit the act of 
self-destruction, remarked a coroner, 
to the writer of this article. The ten- 
dency to make away with oneself is a 
kind of monomania, a morbid madness, 
and the pains which some suicides take, 
in order to leave behind them proofs of 
their sanity is, I consider, but another 
phase of the diseased mind. In some 
cases this suicidal desire may be in- 
herited, and I know of one family, 
three members of which have already 
perished by their own hands, and a 
fourth ig under restraint, having at- 
tempted his own life twice. 

Of course, the most frequent cause 
of suicide, is a great grief or misfor- 
tune, which unhinges the mind of the 
sufferer; but cases come to light’ now 
and then, where the cause is of the 
‘most trivial nature. Of such certain- 
ly the most extraordinary example 
which ever came under my notice was 
that of a young man, who was inord- 
inately vain of his personal appear- 


ance. In order to cure him of his folly, ; 


a number of his friends took! occasion 
separately to tell bim that, far from 
being prepossessing, he was absolute- 
ly plain. ‘The result was hardly what 
they anticipated, for after writing a 
letter to his parents, in which he said 
“that if he was as his friends thought 
him, he was better out of the world 
than in it,” the weax-minded youth 
| took 

| A FATAL DOSE OF POISON. 

| Almost as absurd\was the case of a 
‘gentleman of means, who, some few 
‘years ago, spot himseif through the 
heart, in his bedroom. At the inquest 
it transpired that the deceased was an 
enthusiastic billiard player, and on the 
evening of the deed had played in a 
match. Before piay commenced, he 
‘had told a friend that if he did not win 
the game, he would shoot himseif. He 
lost, and there is no doubt that the 
‘chagrin of defeat upset his reason, aod 
‘caused him to keep his rash resoive. 

One of the saddest documents I ever 
handled wasa leiter written by a 
prosperous landowner, just before he 
put an end to his existence. In it the 
unfortunate writer related how, on 
visiting an asylum some years pre- 
vious, be had been struck by: the pre- 
sentiment that he would become a 
lunatic himself some day; how he had 
searched his family records, but fail- 
ediofind evena trace of insanity in his 
ancestors, and yet in spite of all his 
efforts how the dreadful thought haunt- 
ed him, af and aight until he could 
bear it no longer. 

Suicide is ali too frequently the sad 
sequel to a love affair, but the most 
incomprehensible cases are those in 
which the deed takes place just on the 
eve of the wedding. in such cases, It 
is generally impossible to find any ex- 
planation other than the theory that 
a person may become 

MAD FROM SHEER HAPPINESS. 
Out of many examples, I can only: re- 
call one where I was able to find a 
definite reason, and that vas fol- 
lowing: The suicide, a young [eilow of 
wealth, after assiduously courting 4a 
lady for some years, at length con- 
lady for some years at length  suc- 
ceeded in gaining her consent.0

He used to go every night almost, to 
the theatre where she was performing 
until one day he learnt from’ a news- 
aper interview thai the lady was at 
east twice his own age, and was al- 
ready married. Shortly afterwards, he 
drowned himself, writing a farewell 
letter to his mother, explaining his 
reason for the rash act. The second 
case was achild of only eight years 
ot age, an only daughter, and com- 
pleteiy spoiled by her parents. Being 
reproved by the laiter for some misde- 
meanor,ihechild deliberately went in- 
to the garden and swallowed a quantity 
of poisonous berries, agains. which she 
hed been cautioned. All efforts to save 
her life proved fruitless; but before she 
died, the child confessed that she want- 
ed to kill herself in order to spite her 
parents.
